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From Gen. Butler's Army. 
(Correspondence of the N. T. Tribune.“ 
Anuv Corps, 

Near City Point, Va., May 9. 

On Monday at 4. u the bugle be- 
gan to play, sounding for the work of 
the day, fur the incomplete destruction 
inflicted on the railroad must be per- 
fected. Half an hour, and the wurd 
was passed to fallin; an hour, and 
the Ist brigade (Marston’s) of the lat 
division began its march to the right, 
taking one day’s rations, and not break 
ng cump. Winding westward toward 
the sceve of the previous fights, while
